Civil War, which ran to more 
than a hundred volumes when 
printed. Townsend knew the val- 
ue of a photograph showing Lin- 
coln in his coffin. And he was 
not averse to standing by the 
coffin and immortalizing himself 
with the President. 

Gurney stationed his big cam- 
era on a gallery 20 feet higher 
than the body and at least 40 
feet away from it. The casket 
was opened, the mourning drap- 
ery was arranged and the stage 
was carefully set for the expo- 
sure. General Townsend placed 
himself at the foot of the coffin; 
Admiral Charles H. Davis took 
his position at the head. There 
they stood, motionless, while 
the picture was made. The city 
hall rotunda was dark and the 
black drapes made it even dark- 
er. According to a contemporary 
account, it took 24 minutes to 
fix the picture on the plate, but 


this must be an exaggeration, It 
is more likely that the exposure 


did not last longer than a min- 
ute or two. Then the doors were 
opened for the waiting crowd, 

‘As soon as the newspapers 
ran stories about Gurney's spe- 
cial privilege, New York's pho- 
tographers and illustrators sent 
bitter wires to Secretary of War 
Edwin Stanton. So Stanton was 
hit from two sides. Hardly had 
the protests from the photogra- 
phers reached him when Mrs. 
Lincoln, lying ill in the White 
House, read the newspaper sto- 
ries and complained too. Stan- 
ton’s perfumed beard bristled 
with indignation. He wired Gen- 
eral Townsend, “I see by the 
New York papers this evening 
that a photograph of the corpse 
of President Lincoln was al- 
lowed to be taken yesterday in 
New York. I cannot sufficiently 
express my surprise and disap- 
proval of such an act while the 
body was in your charge. You

Stanton’s dispatch left W: 
ington 20 minutes before mid- 
night on April 25.

It was there, on the morn- 
ing of the 26th, that the tele- 
gram was handed to him, Town- 
send was perplexed; he did not 
feel guilty. “I regret your dis- 
approval,” he replied to his su- 
perior, “but it did not strike me 
as objectionable under the cir- 
cumstances.” He added that he 
had telegraphed General Dix in 
New York to seize the plates and 
asked Stanton, “To whom shall 
I turn over the special charge 
given me in order to ¢: 


your instructions to rel 
officer responsible, and 
Admiral Davis be relic 
was not accountabl 

Poot Townsend! He knew lit- 
tle about his chiefs personal- 
ity. By the time Stanton re- 
ved Townsend’s reply he was 
in a calmer mood. He ordered 
the general to continue with the 
funeral train. 

No more photographs of the 
dead president were allowed. 
But Townsend pleaded, in a 
wire to Stanton, that Gurney’s 
plates be preserved, arguing that 
“the picture would be ... a 
grand view of what thousands 
saw and thousands could not 
see.” General Dix was out of 
New York on official business, 
so in his absence Major Gener- 
al John J. Peck went after the 
plates. “A dispatch from Gen- 
eral Townsend advises of your 
condemnation of the taking of a 
photograph of the President's 
remains,” he wired Stanton, 
“and orders the destruction of 
the plates, pictures and engrav- 
ings. The plates include the pic- 
tures of General Townsend and 
Admiral Davis. They are in my 
hands awaiting your pleasure.” 


Photographer Gurney also 
made every effort to save his 
plates. He besieged the Rever- 
end Henry Ward Beecher and 
Henry J. Raymond, the pub- 
lisher of the New York Times. 
Both asked Stanton to let Gur- 
ney keep the plates. Meanwhile 
the desperate photographer sent 
a veritable broadside of tele- 
grams to the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, Charles A. Dana. 
With all this influence brought 
to bear on him Stanton finally

By this time General Dix had 
returned to his post in New 
York. On April 29 he informed 
Stanton that he had destroyed 
the larger plate and its print, 
but “the smaller plate I have 
under lock and key and I en- 
close herewith the proof taken 
from it.” “Mr. Gurney,” Dix 
wrote, “is very desirous that 
the plate should be preserved, 
and thinks Mr, Lincoln’s fam- 
ily, when they see the proof, 
will be willing to haye it re- 
turned to him. 

The Secretary of War took 
the print to Robert Todd Lin- 
coln, the eldest son of the Pres- 
ident. Robert Lincoln was only 
21 years old, but he already had 
decided views. He did not think 
it proper for his father to be 
shown in the coffin. 

So Stanton wired General Dix 
on May 1 that the plate must be 
destroyed “and any copies that 
may be printed as heretofore or- 
dered.” The anly print in exis- 
tence, the only print to 
destruction, was the one Dix 
had sent to Stanton, The 
retary of War kept it; he did 
not have the heart to destroy it. 
After his death his son found it 
in the Secretary's files. 

Twenty-two after the 
picture was taken—in 1887— 
Lewis H. Stanton sent the print 
to John G. Nicolay, y 
erstwhile private secretary 
olay too kept it under loc!

EDITORIAL 


AN END TO THE KOREAN WAR 
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THE AMERICAN PEOPLE WANT IT. WASHINGTON HAS NOT EXHAUSTED THE MEANS 10 IT 


General Eisenhower wants an “honorable ending” to the Ko- 
rean war. So does the Democratic platform. So does the 
American Legion. So, presumably, does President Truman, 
and not only because it would help in the election. 

In fact, who doesn’t want the Korean war to end? Most 
Americans want it to end when they manage to remember 
that there is a war in Korea, (Last month’s . battle 
If one doesn’t hear more peremptory demands 
for stopping it, the only creditable explanation is that most 
Americans don’t see how it can be stopped. 

We believe there is a way to stop the Korean war. By stop- 
ping it, we do not mean abandoning it, nor merging it into a 
larger war, nor yet conceding more than we should concede, 
The method we are about to describe involves the certainty of 
more casualties, but so does the continuation of the present 
“creeping war.” The risks of failure (i.e., World War III) are 
no greater in our plan than in the present lack of plan. 


Consider briefly the present position in Korea. Last April 
the U.S. made a “firm, final proposal,” which cleared away all 
apparent obstacles to a cease-fire agreement except for the re- 
patriation of unwilling prisoners. “From this point,” said 
General Clark, “we will not retreat.” On this issue the truce 
talks have been in chronic deadlock for four months. Our 
negotiator, General Harrison, keeps suspending them from 
week to week and spends most of his time pitching horse- 
shoes. The Reds bring up new insults but no new proposals. 

Militarily the “creeping war” has been equally inconclu- 
sive. U.N. forces hold a strong and thoroughly defensible 
line. The Reds accept steady losses from our bombers but 
keep their short supply lines open. The morale of our troops 
is “good” if resigned point-counting, and bravery whose sole 
motive is self-preservation, can be called morale. Van Fleet 
has built the ROK forces into a first-class army. Our Air 
Force has also been strengthened. Meanwhile the Reds have 
approximately doubled their air force and their army, and 
now have over a million men (vs. 600,000 U.N. troops) in 
position to end the present stalemate with a bloodier war 
than that of 1950-1. 

In this situation nobody offers any real hope of imme- 
diate change for the better. General Harrison and the State 
Department still pretend that “patience and firmness” —i.e., 
more recesses and horseshoes—may bring the Reds to sign a 
cease-fire at any moment. They ask us to watch for a Mao- 
Stalin rift. And they comfort themselves with the thought 
that the present war is draining China’s strength worse than 
it is draining our own. In fact, one of our ex-negotiators 
has argued that the present stalemate represents the “opti- 
mum situation,” 

We refuse to believe this. Whatever it may be doing to 
China the Korean war is draining U.S. strength. It is killing 
and maiming American soldiers. It is killing and maiming 
Korean civilians and ruining their country. It is a cause of 
political friction between us and our Allies. If it can be, it 
should be stopped. 

Our plan for getting a cease-fire is simply to apply more 
military pressure. The recent stepped-up bombings, begin- 
ning with that of the Yalu power plants in June, were a step 
in the right direction. We need a series of such heightened 
pressures, spaced at two or three week intervals, like the 
turns of a thumbscrew; and each turn should be preceded 
by an ultimatum, 

There are many ways short of all-out war in which we 
can badly hurt the Communists. We could send our planes 


across the Yalu and destroy the big MIG base at Antung. 
We could do the same to other bases'and rail and industrial 
targets in Manchuria. This would break the present self- 
imposed U.N, tabu and agitate our allies. Yet Mark Clark 
has already threatened that sort of retaliation if the Reds 
launch a major offensive. 

We could also punish the Reds with offensive ground ac- 
tion, if not through center, then amphibiously around end, 
as MacArthur did at Inchon. We could apply pressure on the 
Chinese economy with a selective blockade. An aggressive- 
minded general like Clark can think of many ways to hurt 
the enemy. 

Stalemate-minded diplomats can also think of many rea- 
sons for doing nothing. What they boil down to is that any 
use of the initiative might provoke retaliation, perhaps even 
Russian involvement. This argument paralyzes our allies. To 
it, there are two answers. 

First, the whole idea of truce negotiations is either seri- 
ous or it is not. If the tent covers a charade, and our real 
purpose is to drain China’s strength, then our allies and all 
who want to end the war are being cruelly deceived. But if 
the negotiations were ever real, then the stalemate is real. We 
will not surrender on the repatriation issue. We must there- 
fore give Mao some new reason for forgetting that issue, such 
as force. 

Second, as to the danger of “provoking” a bigger war, we 
hold that nothing provokes a Communist like nonprovoca- 
tion. Stalin has the power to decide when or whether World 
War III will begin; this proposed tactic would not take 
it away from him. Bevan himself could not read “Ameri- 
can aggression” into these thumbscrew ultimata, for there 
is a simple way to make clear, both to the Reds and to the 
free world, exactly what they mean. After each punitive ac- 
tion we would stay our hand, renewing our invitation to 
sign the same cease-fire agreement we offered in April. Each 
Red refusal would be followed by another ultimatum, its 
time limit specified, its target not. 


“Leninism,” said a Moscow paper last week, “is the enemy 
of dogmatism.” The Soviets have shown in Berlin and in 
Greece that they are willing to liquidate an overcostly cam- 
paign. Our problem is to make it overcostly for the Commu- 
nists, as it is now overcostly for us. To do that requires no 
magic formula but a measure of courage and resolutio 

And having won our truce, what would we have won? In 
the long perspective of our struggle with Communism, a 
cease-fire in Korea would not, of course, be a decisive event. 
For many months it would not even diminish our commit- 
ment there. The truce would have to be enforced at least 
until the ROKs, with our arms and training, are able to de- 
fend their own country. 

However, this period of enforcement would be free from 
bloodshed. It would lessen the drain on our resources and 
give us time to organize a general defense of the Pacific 
area. It would restore to us the strategic advantages of our 
offshore pos tion, where choices can be made and the ini- 
tiative recovered. 

The lions of Americans who want a Korean truce are 
not military experts and are easily silenced by their own ig- 
norance. In this case, however, their instinct for a truce 
seems to represent a higher political and strategic wisdom 
than Washington’s pussyfooting. Where there is no will, 
there is no way. If Washington has the will for a truce, it 
has not exhausted the ways to get it.

THE NOT-QUITE-PERFECT CRIME 


A broken dome light, a clot of blood and a pebble change a Baltimore auto accident into a murder case 
by SCOT LEAVITT 


HEN a man, whether guilty or innocent, is accused of murder, 
there almost always comes a moment of supreme anguish in 
which a barrage of facts seems to overwhelm him and the very 
walls of the room seem to close in upon him. If the man is guilty. 
the final, tortured hour of reckoning. If he is innocent, it is a time 
of terrifying realization that a conspiracy of circumstances might ac- 
tually destroy him. This was the hour that came on Aug. 31 to 
George Edward Grammer, suspected of the murder of his wife. 
The room in the county courthouse outside Baltimore, Md. is 
much like police offices anywhere—a creaking swivel chair, a rattling 
fan on the floor and a map of Baltimore rustling in the breeze. Aug. 31 
was a Sunday, so the office was deathly still. Three officials focused 
their attention on Grammer’s disheveled figure. In the background 
stood three armed cops. Patiently, politely, in soft-spoken voices, 
the questioners went over the story Grammer had told them. Calmly, 
taking a few seconds before each answer, Grammer replied to their 
questions. So it went for nearly two hours. Then one of them asked: 
“What were the last words your wife said?” Grammer stared at the 
floor and: asked for a cigaret. Then: Give me a minute to think.” 


Maybe they were being polite to him 
because he was supposedly just a bereaved 
husband; his wife had been killed 11 days 
before. They had been questioning him, 
however, all afternoon Saturday and now 
Sunday. He had told them his story: he 
had driven with his wife to the railroad 

- station in Baltimore, had given her $4 for 
gasoline and had taken the 11:28 to New 
veal? ats York. It was, he had told them, the last 

., r time he had seen her alive. The question 
ae of what her last words were seemed a ri- 
diculous one in view of the account he 
had given them. Her last words would 
naturally have been, simply, “goodby.”

But there was more to it than that. Although it had looked at first 
like a routine automobile accident he knew by now that a case was 
building up against him. So far as he could tell, it was nothing more 
than circumstantial evidence. But there was an amazing amount of it. 
He had seen the papers during the past 11 days, and he had seen how 
solid evidence, when strung together with a lot of perfectly logi 
conjecture, could be made into a damning charge. If such a mixture of 
clues and hypothesis happened to be an accurate one, George Edward 
Grammer had tried to commit a very cleverly concealed crime. The 
silent questioners sitting there waiting for him to speak must be 
thinking of how bad things looked for him. He did indeed need time 
to think. 

‘The case against him, if true, went like this: 35-year-old George 
Edward Grammer, his 33-year-old wife Dorothy Mae and their three 
daughters had lived in the Bronx, N.Y. A few months ago Mrs. Gram- 
mer’s father had died of cancer, and Mrs. Grammer and the children 
had moved to Parkville, a suburb of Baltimore, to make things a little 
more comfortable for her mother. On weekends and an occasional 
night, Grammer went down to Baltimore. Then his wife usually drove 
him to the station to catch a train back 
to New York, where he worked as an 
office manager for the Climax Molybde- 
num Company, on Fifth Avenue. But 
there were also many evenings when he 
was alone in New York. In the city, how- 
ever, there was other possible feminine 
companionship. 

‘The next step is not always as long as 
it seems—bitterness, recriminations and 
strongly worded letters from Dorothy in 
Baltimore, arguments when he went down 
for a night or a weekend. All these sorry 
little scenes piled on each other until the 
night of Aug. 19. The Grammers went 
for a ride in the new Chrysler he had 
bought her as an anniversary present.

By one of those unaccountable coincidences that happen only 
in real life, two Baltimore County policemen were turning their 
patrol car onto Taylor Avenue at the very moment when a big blue 
Chrysler roared down the grade toward them. ming to one 
side, it sideswiped a telephone pole, crossed the road, ran up on an 
embankment and turned on its side. It stopped only 50 feet from 
the policemen. Inside was M mmer. She was dead. 

For the next five days Grammer, reading the newspapers, could 
only conclude that the police had treated it as an automobile acei- 
dent. One of the papers, for example, said Mrs. Grammer “was in- 
jured fatally Wednesday when her car went out of control going 
down a hill on Taylor Avenue. Baltimore County Police re- 
ported.” But despite that phrase, “Baltimore County Police re- 
ported,” the police were not writing it off as an automobile acci- 
dent. The evidence, the circumstantial evidence, indicated murder, 
The overturned car was full of clues, and these clues inevitably led 
to many others, and all of thi emed to fit into the pattern of 
the case against George Edward Grammer.

These were the clues: 

The car, despite a speed the policemen estimated at 60 mph, was 
far from demolished. Not a window was smashed. And there were 
no visible sharp edges in the car’s interior which could have made 
the deep wounds found in Mrs. Grammer’s head. 

In the driver's seat there was clotted blood. The car had turned 
over on its right side, and Mrs. Grammer’s body had fallen against 
the right front door. Had she been killed in the crash, she might 
have spurted blood onto the driver's seat. But she would also have 
bloodied the right side of the s And more important. blood 
takes at least three minutes to clot. It could not have clotted be- 
hind the steering wheel if she died in the crack-up. 

‘Anyone riding in that careening car and smashing into the tele. 
phone pole would have been badly bruised. But Mrs. Grammer’s 
body bore only t mall brui Conclusion: she must have been 
dead before the car started down the hill. Reason: live bodies 
bruise, but dead bodies do not. 

‘The car’s dome light was dented and cracked. There was nothing 
in the car that could have done that. 

Taylor Avenue was not the regular route Mrs. Grammer took 
when returning from driving her husband to the station. Some- 
thing—or someone—had led her off her usual course. 

The police were told that Mrs. Grammer carried a blue purse and 
wore her pink-rimmed glasses when she left the house that night. 
Neither the purse nor the glasses were in the car or at the scene of 
the crash. 

With Mrs. Grammer’s body nowhere near the accelerator, the 
Chrysler's wheels still spun until one of the policemen flipped off 
the ignition. So the cops took a close look at the accelerator. There 
they found the most significant clue of all. Jammed under the ac- 
celerator pedal, keeping it pressed forward, was a pebble. 

Which led to only one conclusion, as far as the police were con- 
cerned: the killer of Mrs. Grammer had jammed the accelerator, 
put the car in automatic drive and sent it racing down the hill. This 
is what set everyone to calling it the “almost perfect crime.” For at 
the bottom of the hill was hea’ traveled Route 1, and across the 
highway was a two-foot-high cement wall. If the car had kept go- 
ing, if it had gained speed all the way down that hill and had then 
screamed into the cement wall, all or most of these clues would

have vanished in the wreckage. Only the bumpy, macadam surface 
of Taylor Avenue prevented that. 


The sounds of a Jate summer storm came through the windows. 
For a few minutes rain swept past the courthouse and the Sunday 
stillness outside was broken by thunder rolling in the distance, far 
away from the 10- by 20-foot room where the law seemed to be 
closing in on Grammer. In the room, no one spoke. 


These were the clues, Grammer realized, that had set up the 
ainst him. This was the evidence which led the medical 
examiner to turn the auto accident into a murder case by his star- 
tling statement: “Homicide, point blank, period, and with no ifs, 
ands or buts.” And as soon as the newspapers had that, the rest of 
the pieces of the puzzle began to appear. 

When Grammer’s brother tried to reach him by phone in New 
York the night of the murder, he got no answer ai the apartment. 
Finally Grammer was found at 8 a.m. If he had taken the 11:28 
p-m. train to New York, the cops argued, he should have been near 
his apartment phone by at least 4:30 a.m. 

Investigators went to New York, got into his apartment. After 
they returned, the story got around that there was another woman. 
in the case. 

Furthermore, a social worker, Mrs. Emma Minturm, who was 
staying at the Maryland School for the Blind, reported that she had 
heard “‘a high, agonizing scream” from a driveway near the school 
on the night of the murder. The driveway was near the top of the 
hill where the two policemen had seen the Chrysler come hurtling 
toward them. The time, as best Mrs. Minturm could recall it, was 
not long before the crack-up. 

Near the driveway a piece of iron pipe was found. Rain had 
washed it, but it was sent to the lab to be tested for bloodstains. 

Harold Schmidt, Mrs. Grammer’s brother, came into the case. To! 
the newspapers, and to the police as well, he told of a trip with 
Grammer to the Bronx apartment. There, he said, Grammer be- 
haved queerly. He refused to open one of the closets. He was curt 
and abrupt. He would not let his brother-in-law even see his office. 
Then, Schmidt said, he happened to notice a blue purse; it had 
been thrown under a bed in the children’s room. When he picked 
it up and remarked that it looked like his sister's purse, Grammer 
wheeled around, paled and dropped the laundry bundle he was ear- 
rying. The purse, Schmidt said, turned out to belong to Martha, 
his own wife. But Grammer’s reaction aroused Schmidt's suspi- 
cions. Then Harold Schmidt’s brother Robert offered some infor- 
mation. Not long ago he had overheard his sister talking to Gram- 
mer on the telephone. “Don’t you love me any more?” she asked. 
When she hung up, her brother kidded her about what he assumed 
were fictitious girl friends of Grammer. Her answer, Schmidt said, 
was a determined “I'll never divorce him for another woman.” 


All this must have been whirling through Grammer’s mind when 
one of the officials repeated the question. Grammer's brother had 
claimed that he had seen Grammer on the day of the murder.

Americans in Italy 


U.S. ARTISTS REPEAT 
MIGRATION OF 1800S 
WITH FRESH RESULTS 


At the end of World War II artists from all 
over the U.S. began to head for Italy where, 
for the past six years, they have swarmed the 
hillsides and made Rome the rival of Par 
art headquarters. This migration had a remark- 
able parallel in a similar exodus of Americans 
100 years ago. Between 1830 and 1870, almost 
y painter and sculptor of note made a pil- 
grimage to Italy, the land they revered as the 
fountainhead of Western civilization, But the 
products of these two migrations, as shown on 
the following pages, are remarkably dissimilar. 
Though inspired by the same historic scenes

OLD SIGHTS SEEN ANEW 


The ancient, iliar landmarks are still the chief attractions for today’s 
American artists in Italy. Every summer they fan out across the country- 
side, sketching villas and churches, camping by the Arno or along the 
Appian Way. But unlike their 19th Century predecessors, the present- 
day artists are not concerned with producing a representational record of 
the monuments of history. Instead, most of them have painted their Ital- 
ian works back in the U.S. where, in varying styles of abstraction and ex- 
pressionism, they have set down their imaginative responses to the sun- 
lit magic of Italy's landscape and the accumulated splendor of her past.

SCULPTORS THEN AND NOW 


The most famous 19th Century Ameri- 
can in Italy was a sculptor named Hi- 
ram Powers. Powers began his career 
making waxwork figures, soon gradu- 
ated to modeling busts of celebrities 
like Andrew Jackson. In 1837, with or- 
ders for 20 busts to be carved in mar- 
ble, Powers went to Italy for a three- 
he three years stretched 
into a lifetime and Powers, ensconced 
in a villa in Florence with 12 marble 
cutters at his command, ended up pro- 
ducing some 150 port at $1,000 a 
head. His greatest fame came with the 
creation of Greek Slave, a classic nude 
that earned $23,500 on a U.S. tour. 
Such idealized figures were sideline products for Powers who declared, 
“T must not risk this lucrative [portrait] business to indulge myself in 
the works of the imagi: ion.” By the time he died in 1873 his busi- 
ness had brought him well over $500,000 and international fame. 
No such prestige and prosperity surrounds the U.S. sculptors in 
Italy today. Most of them work in modest studios in Rome, frequently 
exhibiting, less frequently selling their work, Unlike their comfort- 
able predecessor, they are all experimenting with new and personal 
styles, far removed from the Roman-style marbles of a century ago.

CLAY BOMBS HELP PROBLEM CHILDREN 


Psychologist lets youngsters stage sham hattles and mock dramas to relieve their disturbed minds 


The furious 10-year-old above is satisfying a strange desire which nearly 
destroyed his chances for a happy life: he is blasting “his brother,” rep- 
resented by the sketch on the wall, with moist clay “bombs.” The pur- 
pose is to help him relieve frustrations which even in his young life had 


built up to the point where he fought 
constantly with other children. 

at home, had trouble learning to read 
despite a high I.Q. To psychologists who 
tried to help him he admitted he was jeal- 
‘ous of his brother. “I hate him,” he said. 
“He heats up on me and I'd like to beat 
up on him but he’s too big.” But-after 
plastering his brother's effigy with the 
clay several times he felt better. Now, a 
few months later, he sets no fires, gets 
along better at home and has jumped_two 
grade levels above his class in reading 
ability.

Then she watches as they act out situ 
tions which trouble them and the things 
they would most like to do. This process 
usually reveals what repressed urges are 
driving them. 

Dr. Baruch does not claim to have 
learned why an identical environment 
will make some children abnormally shy 
or aggressive, othe nd | 
still others unscathed. But she says, “It 
does not take ‘bad’ parents to create a 
problem in a child. He takes little and big 
things and around these weaves fantasies 
strange and primitive. Then resentment, 
anxiety, fear or guilt may color thes 
tasies until problems emerge. 
cases Dr. Baruch can usually relieve the 
problem child’s tensions with her play 
materials and thus save him from devel- 
oping into a full-fledged problem adult.

New Mexico is a topsy-turvy land (elevations: 3,000 to 13,000 feet) of 
desert plains, gaunt mountains and sharp-edged mesas; a land as fickle as 
the light from its unbounded sky. Stark and brutal at noon, it can be awe- 
some and beautiful when the sun’s rays slant. Over its 122,000 square 
miles men have scratched faint traceries of their civilizationsyand on 
their license plates they have lettered the claim "Land of Enchantment.” 

Though many people have admired New Mexico's grandeur, few have 
sensed its moods. This summer a distinguished Viennese photographer, 
Ernst Haas, who thinks of himself as a philosopher with a camera, hitch- 
hiked over the web of white man’s roads, visited the red man’s pueblos.

ADLAPS AMATEURS 


Wyatt and Mitchell may get bruised but they are far too enthusiz 


ic to get bored

‘oung men have been laboring in Springfield, Ill. and W 
ngton, D.C. with unflagging devotion and a passion for una- 
nimity. The object of their devotion is Adlai E. Stevenson, and the 
subject of their united effort has been to hammer together the pi 
dential campaign machine that he took out last week for its trial run 
Their energies have been commanded not by professional politicians 
but by a couple of corporation lawyers who are whizzes in legal wran- 
gles but absolutely untried in national political contests. They are 
‘on W. Wyatt of Louisville, who is Stevenson's personal cam- 
paign manager, and Stephen A. Mitchell of Chicago, who is the new 
chairman of the Democratic National Committee. 

Like most talented amateurs, Wyatt and Mitchell are confidently 
counting on their inspiration to cancel out their inexperience. They 
have imparted to the task force of high I.Q.s around them their own 
intense excitement and lust for hard work. Their staff too are mostly 
newcomers to this kind of life—from George Ball, the Washington 


Fe the past 40 days and 40 nights a zealous lot of talented 


lawyer running the Volunteers for Stevenson, to Beardsley Ruml, the 
economist running campaign finances, and the brain trust directing 


the Springfield headquarters (see picture pp. 142, 143). Running in- 
terference for the amateurs are a few professionals. Ghost writers 
Robert E. Sherwood and Samuel Rosenman have offered to help 
with speeches; and Interior Secretary Oscar Chapman is out beating 
the bushes as advance man for Stevenson’s trips as he did for Harry 
Truman’s 1948 whistle-stop tours. 

The Stevenson machine has been built in a hurry, without blue- 
prints, but as the candidate set out on his western tour last weekend 
it was beginning to pick up speed. Whether it will hold together lo 
enough to sweep the country the first Tuesday in November, vacu- 
uming votes like a mechanical cotton picker, or whether all the 
prodigal energy that went into it will be wasted in defeat, now depends 
heavily on Steve Mitchell and Wilson Wyatt. 

The two men met for the first time in Springfield on the evening of 
Aug. 9. Wyatt had been at work for a week of 18-hour days, and was

just hitting his stride. Joining a group in the garden of the gover- 
nor’s mansion, he walked over to Mitchell, who had just arrived in 
town, and stuck out his hand without waiting for an introduction. 

“I'm Wilson Wyatt,” he boomed, “and I hear we're going to 
work together.” 

“I'm Steve Mitchell and you hear right,” Mitchell replied juiet- 
ly. They sized each other up—Wy: att al arty, jovial type with the 
open face of a friendly horse, Mitchell a slight and earnest figure 
with stecl-rimmed glasses framing a pair of uncompromising blue 
eyes. They took an instant liking to each other, noted their com- 
mon penchant for bow ties and in the ensuing weeks proceeded to 
mesh their talents as smoothly as Mr. Gallagher and Mr. Shean. 

A small cloud no bigger than Frank McKinney's hand, or foot, 
hung over their first weekend, however. The reluctantly departing 
national chairman, at a press conference outside the governor's 
mansion, tossed off the foot-in-mouth observation that “there can 
be only one general in a presidential campaign,” and the national 
chairman was it. Wyatt calmly corrected him, pointing out that in 
this case the governor was the commander in chief and that Mitch- 
ell and he would serve as co-equal aides, not generals. The ex- 
change left Mitchell unsatisfied and he sought out Stevenson to 
ask, with a troubled frown, “I don’t get this—how does it work?” 

“Well, Wilson’s just managing me,” the governor said easily, as 
if that explained everything. The Democratic situation was unusu- 
al. Because the party's candidate and its national committee were 
based in two different cities, Stevenson wanted a capable top man 
at each pole of the Springfield-Washington axis. Without question, 
Mitchell accepted this unprecedented splitting of the job. 

How wisely or luckily Stevenson chose his generals—for that 
is what they really are—will become apparent in the next eight 
weeks. Over that stretch Wyatt will be running the researchers, 
contact men and publicists of the Springfield team, which he 
recruited. Meanwhile Mitchell will be handling the party organiza- 
tion’s far-flung (and at some levels, badly kinked) chain of com- 
mand, which he inherited. 

Both choices represent shrewdly calculated risks by Stevenson, 
In this year, when nearly everybody but Mr. Truman agrees that it 
is time for some kind of a change, Wyatt and Mitchell themselves 
signify a distinct change from the competent but compromised 
cynics who have run some recent Democratic campaigns. Their 
selection was Stevenson's most dramatic attempt at a declaration 
of independence, and it reflects his whole strategy: to cash in on all 
the strengths of the party organization, from Mr. Truman on down, 
without being stuck with the weaknesses of the party record. The 
two earnest men summoned to perform this challenging stunt 
plainly have their work cut out for them; the question is whether 
they are cut out for their work. 

‘They have many things in common, some superficial and some 
profound. Both are successful, diligent lawyers who worked their 
way to their law degrees: both even happened to drive milk wagons 
for a time en route. Each supports a wife, three children and some

riding horses. Both are Democrats by inheritance and by choice, 
but while both have held jobs in Fair Deal Washington both are 
innocent of any personal involvement in what their own candidate 
rather startlingly agreed was “the mess in Washington.” 

‘Their differences are more interesting. They are hinted at by the 
fact that Wyatt is a bourbon-and-branch-water man and Mitchell a 
teetotaler (not on moral grounds but because he has had gout). 
Wyatt loves people and Mitchell loves principles. This is not to say 
that one is unprincipled and the other unfriendly. But Wyatt's 
vibrant blue-grass charm, tireless energy and inexhaustible good 
cheer mark the kind of salesman who could sell margarine to a 
airy Earmess 's wife. By contrast, Mitchell is the sober, cerebral type, 
fairly quick to lose patience with people who cannot keep up with 
his fast-working, incisive mind. Suggesting neither a salesman nor 
a politician, his sensitive, brooding face, his searching gaze and his 
undramatic, rather nasal voice all convey the image of a polite and 
devastating cr xaminer. 

“Offhand,” says a coworker who has seen both of them operat- 
ing in their new jobs, “you'd think the governor should have 
switched them, if only because the national chairman’s spot has 
been type-cast for extroverts. But he played this pair right. Wil- 
son's the creative type of guy who can move into a vacuum—like 
he did here in Springfield—and with that enormous energy of his 
get things rolling, make people work till they drop, and yet make 
them wake up smiling, ready for that next round. Now Steve, he’s a 
reformer but one with compassion. He's better at moving in on an 
existing outfit that he can tighten, police and prod until it plays 
over its head. Maybe he'll scare a few politicians at first, he’s so 
painfully honest. Then they'll find out Steve's incapable of a 
doublecross, and they'll all get along fine.” 


The Louisville slugger 

MERGENCE of both these men provokes a number of ques- 

tions from the curious. The first: whence Wilson Wyatt? He 
is 46 years old, has a hairline as far retreated as Adlai’s, and is a 
native of Louisville, where his father worked up from mule driver 
to be vice president of the local transit company. Wilson was the 
brightest boy in his high school class and as a bright young lawyer, 
in 1928, qualified as a regular Democrat the hard way—w orking for 
Al Smith. He served ably for four years as Louisville's wartime 
mayor, and at the end of 1945 Harry Truman drafted him to run 
the emergency housing program. 

Wyatt’s SI abrasive weeks in Washington rubbed some of the 
gloss off his reputation as a prodigy and off his illusions too. When 
he took the job, the President told him to “make no small plans.” 
Wyatt took him literally and plunged into planning a grandiose 
two-year program that called for million new houses. What it 
added up to was not merely a housing plan but a government- 
directed revolution of the housing industry. It would have required 
a wholesale rewriting of the building codes and a complete over- 
hauling of the restrictive practices of the building trade unions, 
and the government would have been forced to underwrite, directly 
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SUPERMAN gag picture kidded Wyatt at his send-off to 
become housing czar. No superman, he lasted 51 weeks.

and 100%, all veterans’ housing. Finally, it was predicated on a 
continuation of wartime controls and allocations. 

As it turned out, private enterprise was capable of handling the 
est housing boom in U.S. history without that much federal 
And the Wyatt program could scarcely have fired more op- 
ition. Not only did Wyatt refuse to yield on the issue of prior- 
ities and allocations, but he compounded this political eearhy in- 
sisting on placing a large bet on prefabricated housing, particularly 
that manufactured by the unfortunate Lustron, Inc. This firm, 
started with an initial investment of $36,000, proposed to stamp out 
baked-enamel steel houses like cookie cutters stamping out ginger- 
bread, Wyatt tried to wangle $32 to $52 million out of the RFC for 
Lustron, which never managed to develop a workable assembly line 
or a saleable line of houses. The management today is remembered 

largely for paying Senator Joe McCar- 
thy $10,000 to write them a promotion 
booklet. “I can’t say much for the Lus- 
tron management,” Wyatt says now, 
“but I still think it was a good sound 
house.” 

In the end, a showdown between 
Wyatt and George Allen, RFC director 
and presidential crony, over loans to 
Lustron resulted in Wyatt’s resigna- 
tion. Defeated, Wyatt got out quietly 
—disappointing a huge farewell press 
conference where he was expected to 
tear into the President. 

BOY & MAN, Wyatt has Wyatt’s good grace in stepping out 
been “an artist on phone.” without raising a fuss earned him Har- 

ry Truman’s gratitude, and for two 

years running he was named to head 
the Birthday Ball celebrations. He also served as the president (in 
1947) of the Americans for Democratic Action. It was this affili- 
ation that won him a warm welcome to the political arena last 
month from G.0.P. National Chairman Arthur Summerfield, who 
cried that the Wyatt appointment tipped off Stevenson’s intention 
of “leading the nation down the road to complete socialism.” 

For a couple of hours during the 1948 convention, Wyatt was 
within a hair of the vice presidency. Word went out that as a young, 
liberal Kentuckian he was highly acceptable to Mr. Truman. But 
later that night word went out that an older Kentuckian would he 
put up instead. If Wyatt felt hurt at being passed over, he never 
showed it. “It was a real pleasure,” he says, “for me to nominate 
Alben Barkley for veep.”

Wyatt went to this summer’s Chicago conyention—and thereby 
got tapped for his present job—on a kind of sentimental impulse. 
He had intended to go to an economic conference in Puerto Rico 
at the invitation of Beardsley Ruml, the,ex-Republican inventor 


of pay-as-you-go taxes, adviser to the islatid government, and now 
chief money-raiser for the Stevenson campaign. ‘The pull of the 


convention was stronger, Wyatt had a long and complicated legal 
brief to write that week, however, and the way he wrote it was a 
tribute to his powers of concentration. He started it in his hotel 
room, but curiosity drove him to the convention floor, with his 
scratehpad in hand. There, amid the din, he addressed himself to 
his brief, pausing to greet friends and listen to speeches, and re- 
treating to the back of the house when demonstrations began. At 
the day’s end his brief was ready for dictation. 

He was sitting with the Kentucky delegation on the floor in the 
convention's expiring hours when he was spotted by Fred Hoehler, 
Illinois public welfare director, and summoned to Stevenson’s 
headquarters. There Hoehler and Carl McGowan, the governor's 
legal aide, being one jump ahead of their boss in realizing he would 
need a new staff in a hur ked Wyatt if he would accept the top 
campaign job if it were offered. He had met Stevenson only a few 
times, but said he couldn’t say no. He went home to Louisville, 
began shedding his civic chores and his $75,000-a-year law prac- 
tice, and three days later got the official summons over the tele- 
phone from Springfield. “We're at work,” he told Stevenson, and 
stuffed his briefcase, caught the next plane, and spent the three- 
hour flight scribbling lists of things to do and people to do them, 

It was 10 days later that Steve Mitchell came to Springfield. Of 
the seven Roman Catholics to take turns as Democratic National 
Chairman since 1932, he is the farthest from being a celebrity—so 
far that the first of the line, Jim Farley, when told of the appoint- 
ment, looked blank and asked, “Who’s he? Never heard of him.” 

Mitchell's religion and his politics are both inherited and both 
are deeply felt. He comes from a south of Ireland family, fugitives 
from the 1848 potato famine, and like his father was named for 
Stephen Arnold Douglas, the Democrat who defeated Abe Lincoln 
of Illinois for the Senate 94 years ago. The elder Mitchell was a 
banker who first prospered in Rock Valley and Waterloo, Iowa, 
then moved to Hood River, Ore., there to go broke during World 
War I. The family retreated to Waterloo and rented a small dairy 
farm. Once they had owned riding horses here, and streets in the 
town bore the family names; now their only horse was the nag that 

ulled a milk wagon bearing the legend s. A. MITCHELL & SON. 

oung Steve, whom the family called Arnold, delivered the milk 
ona route that ended at school, where he tied up the horse during 
classes. “Living out on the edge of town, watching people we'd 
known playing golf and living well, I figured there must be some- 
thing better for me than the dairy farm,” he says. There was, but 
it took time. After study at Creighton University and its prep

school in Omaha, he switched to night law classes at Georgetown 
University in Washington, went to work for General Motors there 
and later in New York. He quit to take his bride, a Waterloo girl 
named Evelyn Miller, to Chicago and enter private practice. 

In a tentative way he also entered politics. “I’d found out in 
New York how hard it can be for a young man to get into the or- 
ganization,” he says. “You'd go into local Democratic clubs, offer- 
ing to work, and you'd be made to feel unwelcome. They were just 
suspicious of outsiders.” He found it easier in Chicago. He met 
Chicago’s present mayor, Martin Kennelly, in 1937, and about the 
same time came to know a young lawyer named Adlai Stevenson, 
who was speaking at rallies for the William Allen White Commit- 
tee to Defend America by Aiding the Allies. (“In the Midwest that 
took some guts,” recalls Mitchel. “That was when I began to 
admire him.”) 

After Kennelly became mayor in 1947, Mitchell began learning 
a few hard facts of political life. Boomed for district attorney and 
excited at the chance to be a Dewey-style gangbuster in Chicago, 
he got his hand slapped. “Colonel Jack Arvey, who decided such 
things, felt I wasn’t a regular Democrat,” Mitchell says. “That 
burned me up—I'd been a Democrat as long as he had, and I want- 
ed to know how many kinds of Democrats were there, anyway?" 

Steve Mitchell and Jack Arvey had their next brush in 1948, 
Mitchell had been a Lend-Lease executive during the war when 
Stevenson was in the Navy Department, and they had become 
good friends. Along with Hermon Dunlap (“Dutch”) Smith, an 
insurance man, and Louis Kohn, another lawyer, Mitchell became 
co-chairman of the first Stevenson for Senator committee. Ten 
days before the election, after Stevenson and Paul Douglas had 
traded places on the ticket, Mitchell went to Arvey to plead for 
$25,000 to finish the campaign; the Stevenson war chest was emp- 
ty. “He refused us,” says Mitchell, who still gets indignant about 

. “He told us, ‘I won’t do it because I can’t—I haven’t got it to 
ve.’ Like most people he thought we were beat. You know damn 
well he'd have put it up if he thought we had a chance. I went 
out of there slugging and raised most of the $25,000 myself.” 


No spoils from the victor 


IHE night before the election he drove Stevenson home to 

Libertyville, Ill., through a dense fog, and told him bravely, 
“Well, Adlai, you're going to be elected tomorrow and have lots 
of problems, but there's one problem you won’t have.” 

“What's that?” Stevenson asked sleepily. 

“T mean you don’t have to take care of me, I don’t want any job 
you could offer. I'm going to go back and build a law practice.” 
Stevenson did offer him jobs later, and Mitchell took a non-sal- 
aried one on the board of Chicago Medical Center, but mainly he 
worked to build the law practice that brings him around $50,000 
a year (with Republican Partners William I, Conway, an ex-FBI 
man, and Charles A. Bane, recently counsel for the Chicago Crime 
Commission). His most celebrated client is Samuel Cardinal Stritch 
and his most helpful patron has been Britton I. Budd, powerful 
head of Public Service of Northern Tlinoi 

Last March, Mitchell made his way back to Washington. Con- 
gressman Frank L. Chelf of Kentucky, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee to investigate the Justice Department, lured him there to 
become his chief counsel. The attraction was not money (a modest 
$11,600) but a chance for public service. He arrived with a r 
former's determination to tidy the mess left by Tom Clark and 
Howard McGrath. He met Harry Truman for the first time on April 
1 when he and Chelf went to ask the President to cooperate with 
the committee and to leave at the White House the transcript of 
McGrath’s testimony. Three days later McGrath was booted out. 

Being a Stevenson man, as he told the committee when he was 
hired, Mitchell could be accused of boring from within—in the 
interest of his candidate as well as of good government—in his 
handling of McGrath’s successor, malleable little Jim McGraner} 
“T decided that Stevenson could help clean up Washington by 
anticipation, even before he got elected,” he says innocently. It 
was hardly in the line of duty for a committee counsel, but he 
kept urging the slow-moving attorney general to bring new and 
honest men into his top-level jobs. Mitchell shortly made a trip 
to New Mexico, where he talked Ross L. Malone, a Bar Association 
leader from the town of Roswell, into going to Washington to see 
McGranery. Mitchell introduced them, told the attorney-general, 
“The rest is up to you.” Last month, as the climax of a purge re- 
moving eight out of the 10 top men in the department, McGranery 
appointed Ross Malone deputy attorney-general, second-in-com- 
mand position in the Justice Department. Meanwhile the Chelf 
Committee continues the work Mitchell began, currently inve:

ing U.S. Attorneys’ handling of the St. Louis income-tax scandals. 

The appointment of Ross Malone came the same day as Mitchell's 
own selection as national chairman. Of the two appointments 
Mitchell took more delight in Malone’s than in his own. A good 
many other Democrats—including ousted Chairman McKinney— 
felt the same way. Notified of his job, Mitchell nodded somberly: 

"Okay. The noose is around my neck.” 

The words were glibly grim: this was no case of the “reluctant 
nominee” now getting a reluctant national chairman. On the con- 
trary, both Mitchell and Wyatt have given up home and profe 
sional life for the risks and rowdyism of polities with the happiest 
zeal. What has so inspired them? “Put it in one word,” Wyatt 
grins, “and it spells Stevenson.” Steve Mitchell says be 
ently, “It’s bigger and deeper than one word or phrase. I have the 
greatest confidence in Stevenson and I felt I could do no other 
than to join his campaign and do whatever. he asked. But I might 
do it for any one of 50 men. I just find principles more important 
than men.” While the definitions may differ in emphasis, the re- 
sult is the same: enthusiasm. 

But the big question is: what is the efficacy of all this enthusi- 
asm? By last week the dual-control campaign machine was moving 
ata pretty fast clip. The work of recruiting organizers, counselors, 
speech-writers was largely done. At the Springfield end of the axis, 
Wyatt's headquarters have overflowed their original single house, 
spilling into the Elks Club and the St. Nicholas Hotel; they are 
equipped with humming switchboard, news tickers, two tie-in lines 
to Washington and teletypewriting machines carrying (among 
other things) daily digests of the front page of the New York 
Times. At the other end of the axis, in national headquarters in 
Washington's Ring Building, Mitchell has heralded the new order 
h less hoopla but no less decisiveness. His first act was sym 
bolic—rolling out Frank McKinney's high-back, thronelike chair 
and primly placing a small straight chair behind the desk, remark- 
ing, “The other one was big enough for William Howard Taft but 
a little too big for me.” Tough-minded Mitchell has not shown 
much more respect for his predecessor's taste in personnel. 

Weighing the assets of the new machine, any observer must

tent forces in politics. Whether this evangelism is keener than that 
which has inspired Mr. Truman's coanmdsrein tke past is hard to 
say, but it certainly is fresher and seems of tough enough fiber to 
endure a hard-fought campaign. 

This quality of freshness is itself a second asset. It offers a 
striking contrast to the rather drab and dreary dogmatism of the 
faithful but unimaginative Fair Dealers huddling around Truman. 
This new spirit appeals most headily to the nostalgia of the earlier 
New Dealers—the professors, pundits and political sharpshooters 
who cherish vivid memories of the free-wheeling excitement of the 
early Roosevelt days. It is an ironic paradox that, even as the men 
around Stevenson assert their independence of thought and ap- 
proach, their very sprightliness of mind and venturousness of 
spirit stamp them authentic heirs of the old Brain Trust. 

Thanks to these qualities of zeal and freshness (and to Steven- 
son's own native gift for words), the machine already has been 
able to polish the oldest phrases of the New Deal till they gleam 
like bright promises of a Fresh Deal. This is no mean achievement. 


The great gamble 


HILE working smoothly along these lines, the machine still 
faces some formidable liabilities—as Wyatt and Mitchell very 
keenly know. Perhaps the greatest of all problems is the fact that 
to the greater part of the nation Adlai Stevenson is but a name. 
For all the respect he claims of key opinion-makers, he remains a 
virtual unknown to hundreds of precinct workers, county chair- 
men, even congressmen and senators—not to mention millions of 
voters. To try to meet this problem Wyatt and Mitchell are count- 
ing heavily on television (where their candidate to date has dis- 
played great poise) and are frankly gambling the heaviest part of 
their campaign funds on this medium. ‘There seems no other way 
to get around the fact that the name “Ike” has been well and affec- 
tionately known to every American household for almost a decade. 
For his own managers Stevenson’s independence can pose a spe- 
cial problem too. This has been most painfully obvious in the case 
of his recent, celebrated letter to the Oregon Journal, candidly re- 
ferring to the “mess in Washington” he would inherit if elected. 
To many it seemed a major blunder. It plainly angered Harry Tru- 
man. Wyatt admits it was “‘indiscreet.”
